In observance of the occasion,. 
Colonel Tufts’. 5078th Logistical 
Command. of Traverse City, gave 
him a farewell dinner at Schuler’s 
in Traverse City Tuesday, June 21. 
He was also invited to appear on 
the reviewing stand Saturday when 
Governor Romney reviewed the 
troops of the Michigan National 
Guard. : 

‘Col. Tufts was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant of Infantry 
April 10, 1936, having taken R.@: 
T.C. training at Shattuck Military 
Academy and the University of. 
Minnesota. He was promoted to 
First Lieutenant on April 10th, 1939 
receivedhis-Captain’s -bars on Feb 
ruary Ist, 1942, was promoted to 
Major November 10, 1942, rose to 
Lt. Colonel January 15, 1946 and 
became a full Colonel Mar. 2, 1958. 

Col. Tufts served one year with 
the 2d Infantry Regiment at Ft. 
Wayne, Detroit, under the Thom- 
mason Act, in 1937 and 1938, and 
seven months with the C.C.C. at 
Camps Black Lake and Higgins 
Lake. He was called to active duty 
Juty-22, 1940;-serving-as- Operations 
Officer_of_the Infantry School Off- 
icer Candidate School at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., where he saw the enroll- 
ment swell from 600 men to 54,000. 
Overseas Col. Tufts served with

He was relieved from active duty 
February 20, 1946, but recalled in 
1950 for the Korean conflict and

Nearly 10,000 Michigan and Indi- 
ana National Guardsmen and Ar- 
my Reservists will break camp 
early Saturday morning and begin 
their treks to cities and towns 
throughout the Midwest.
